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Not a Reassuring Picture 


Quite the most disturbing aspect of the 
British devaluation which, incidentally, is 
not at all a British, but a near-world 
cheapening of currency, is the over simpli- 
fication of it and the admission the deval- 
uation is nothing more than a temporary 
move. 


No such world action can be made 
without an effect on our own economy. 
The devaluation will produce heavy buy- 
ing of British goods for about four.to six 
months. By then we will begin to feel the 
impact of devaluation on our own econ- 
omy. 

The devaluation had but one single pur- 
pose ... to obtain dollars. 


It can obtain them only by selling goods 
in huge amounts. If we have a plan to take 
them and use them outside our competi- 
tive market, then the plan will work. If 
there is no such plan—and what makes 
the situation alarming is the fact no such 
plan seems to exist—then inevitably we 
shall have to devalue our own currency. 


We like the analysis by Richard Courts, 
investment and monetary expert, whose 
thinking is highly esteemed by the best 
economists. They insist on seeing devalua- 
tion as no isolated action, but one of a 

chain. , 

Says Mr. Courts: “Our practice since 
World War I has been to make the world 
a smaller consumer of goods. The world 
can now buy less but our dollar will buy 
more. There was only one solution in 1918 
and there is but one now—the creditor 
country must become an import country. 
Failure to do that in 1918 is behind all 
our present trouble over taxes and the 
existing doubt about our form of govern- 
ment. Had we become an import country

in 1918-19 there would now be no Socialist 
government in Britain. We would not now 
be fretting over becoming a welfare state. 
After a war the same amount of money 
which existed before the war is not 
enough to carry on normal commerce and 
the rebuilding necessary to restore the 
damage of war. The sound way to earn 
more is to trade more. What we have 
done, and forced others to do, is to resort 
to government credit. 

“Whenever a nation begins to destroy 
the people’s money it must turn more and 
more to dictated economics. We are head- 
ing the same way unless we work out a 
plan. 

“We should obtain the assets of 1975 
and 2000 now by becoming a heavy im- 
porting nation and by using the goods 
which would repress our own market 
outside the competitive field. We could 
build the six-lane highways, the bridges, 
the dams, the airports, the weapons of pre- 
paredness without disturbing our own 
domestic markets. 

“We cannot go on creating a world 
which can buy less and less of what is 
produced. That way lies dictated eco- 
nomics and totalitarian rule. Our own sur- 
plus farm products have caused controls. 
The British, and the rest of the world, can 
now buy less wheat, cotton... the world 
can’t eat or wear even as much as before 
unless we become a huge importing 
nation, as we can become—with the right 
sort of plan. It must be a long-time plan 
of importing. The world must consume 
more—not less. 

“We will begin to feel the effects 
within four to six months unless we have 
that plan.”

The Right Answer Is Ready 


In Hall County four elementary schools 
have lost their accredited standing because 
they exceed the pupil-teacher ration of 
30-to-1. 

Those schools suffering loss of standing 
are Lyman Hall with a 40-to-1 pupil- 
teacher ratio; Lula School with 42-to-1; 
Clermont, 46-to-1, and Flowery Branch, 
39-to-1. 

In commenting on the overcrowding, 
the Gainesville News says, “What to do 
about it? The answer is simple and ob- 
vious—consolidate. Consolidate all senior 
high schools into one large, well-equipped, 
well-staffed high school. Then divide 
elementary classes in the district consoli- 
dated schools and put the higher grades in 
the vacated high school buildings.” 

The News goes ahead to point out that 
a little community like Lula can hardly 
afford to build another school building to 


relieve the overcrowding there. Neither 
can the other districts. 

“Consolidation is the only answer,” The 
News concludes. “It will be cheapest be- 
cause the expense will be shared by city 
and county alike and more effective be- 
cause children will benefit from associa- 
tion, wider curriculum, better equipped 
and better staffed schools.” 

The Hall County situation is the rule 
rather than the exception in the State -and 
Nation. Blessed with an abundant crop of 
war babies, most communities face the 
problem of bigger and better school rooms 
for their education. nae 

The handwriting is there in the record 
number of births in recent years. The 
problem must be met. 

There are few counties in which the 
right kind of school consolidation is not 
the answer.

Beginning today money earned by the people 
of Great Britain, of Scandinavian countries, of 
faraway places such as Iceland, Iran and of 
. 30 percent less. 

That means it will buy 30 percent less cotton, 30 percent less 
tobacco, 30 percent less wheat, 30 percent less of anything and 
everything the people earning that money have to buy. 

That, in turn, means that when the housewives of those coun- 
tries go to the shops to buy bread it will cost more. If they smoke 
their tobacco will be higher. And so on. 

All the peoples of those countries can now buy 30 percent less 
of everything their countries buy. 


° That means, really, the whole world will use less 
Meaning consumer goods. 

But, our dollar will buy 30 percent more. 

That’s good, you say? 

Well, in a way speaking, it is. 

That’s the very point. If we buy heavily of foreign goods, which 
suddenly are 30 percent cheaper, they will come into competition 
with our own goods—unless we have a plan to use them non- 
competitively. 


Items British, French and Italian automobiles; British and

textiles; British steel—all these, to name a few, are suddenly to 
be cheaper. 

If we buy heavily, as we must if the devaluation is to mean 
what it was meant to mean—a release of produced goods into the 
buying market—they will compete with our own—unless we have 
a plan, and we don’t seem to have it. 

We will have a resurgence of tariff demands to keep out for- 
eign goods. 

Thereupon, Great Britain and the other countsies still will be 
unable to sell what they produce. Their purchases on the world 
markets will be less and less. 


‘p d We are in the position, here in the United States, of 
aradox having the greatest productive capacity in the world. 
It is far higher than it was before World War II. We not only have 
immense production in industry, we have enormous farm surpluses. 

We can’t sell, or consume, all the surplus. So, our Govern- 
ment has been buying it. What food, cotton and wool that couldn’t 
be used has been destroyed. Much of it still is in storage. 

The hope has been that world recovery would enable other 
countries to buy it. With the help of the Marshall Plan they have 
been purchasing much of it. But, the Marshall Plan aid is slack- 
ing off and will end in little more than two years. 

The bald fact is, the world; generally, can buy less from the 
world’s greatest producer which needs to sell more to keep her 


own economy from being controlled. 

It is very likely Karl Marx will be found to be 
Kar l Marx one of the happiest shades in the other world today. 
* There is a great deal of private investment in Britain and in 
all other countries where some of the economy has been national- 
ized, or taken over by the government, to use the best understood 
phrase. 

The British national debt was about $100,000,000,000. Of that 
amount 64 percent is owned by private British investors. The 
same is true in Scandinavia. French investments also have been 
climbing. 

Their bonds now are devalued by 30 percent. Their income 
from those bonds will buy less wheat, tobacco, and cotton products. 
c . All the capital of the stock-absorbing middle class that is 

u invested in savings banks, insurance policies, mortgages, 
and so on, has been cut 30 percent in value... in terms of what 
the income will buy. 

That is a great deal more, in money value, than the Marshall 
Plan will provide in four years in an effort to restore, or bolster, 
the free enterprise system throughout Europe ... 15 countries, 
to be exact. : 

The British middle class, along with that in other countries, 
today undoubtedly is turning more toward socialism and ‘tighter 
controls—not away from them. Capitalism has had a kick in 
the teeth. 

The bitter truth is, that a controlled economy appears to work 
pretty well. After it has worked for a while it needs more and 
more control and to provide it the government has to become a 
totalitarian government. 


C ' ] The reason we have controls of what farmers may 
ontrois plant and how much is because farmers themselves 
have asked for them when face to face with surplus problems.

UN Meet May Tell Way Red Wind Blows 


WASHINGTON—Meetings of the United Nations Assembly and the Big Four ministers, beginning 


today, are looked to for the first authoritative disclosure of Russian reaction to the steadily develop- | 


ing unification of the Western world for resistance to Communist aggression. 


For one thing, it was belatedly announced 
that Foreign Minister Andrei Vishinsky is com- 
ing to Flushing Meadows and experience has 
shown that Russia never sends its top-flight ne- 
gotiator unless it has something that it regards 
as important up its sleeve. 

While Communist propaganda continues as 
vituperative as ever, and there has been no slack- 
ening of Russian military preparations, there 
have been indications that the Soviet, and even 
more its satellites, are finding the cold war in- 
creasingly uncomfortable. 

Most convincing on the latter score was the 
lifting of the Berlin blockade entirely by Russian 
initiative and with no substantial quid pro quo. 

Far from preventing establishment of a West 
German state, the main purpose for which it 
was designed, the Berlin blockade proved just 
what was needed to solidify popular opinion in 
all Germany in favor of the West. 

And the coincident breakaway of Yugoslavia 
from the Cominform fold raised doubt as to Rus- 
sia’s ability to hold on even to its immediate 
satellites. 


On account of these and other develop- 
ments over the past year, the impression is 
strong among the foreign statesmen here that 
Russia is being pressed ever closer to a de-

cision, either to change the cold war into a 
fighting war or call the whole thing off. 


There are several issues confronting the New 
York assemblage by which Russia might show 
her hand. One is the Austrian question. At the 
meeting of foreign ministers in Paris last Sum- 
mer, Mr. Vishinsky made concessions which 
seemed to bring an Austrian peace treaty close 
to accomplishment. But in subsequent discus- 
sions the Russians proved as intransigent as ever. 

Mr. Vishinsky may be planning to use the UN 
as a rostrum for an attack on Marshal Tito. Or 
he may try to embarrass the non-Communist na- 
tions by demanding that Chinese representation 
in the UN, still answering to Chiang Kai-shek, be 
transferred to the Communists, who are rapidly 
overrunning the celestial kingdom. 


Latest indications, however, are that 
neither the Russians nor Tito plan at the 
moment to air their differences in the UN, 
and the Chinese issue appears unripe for the 
reason that the Chinese Communists have not 
yet formed a national government or asked 
for foreign recognition. 


Far more to the point would be a discussion 
of the relationship of the North Atlantic Alliance 
to the United Nations. 


The main justification for the Alliance has 
been that Russia vetoed all attempts to set up 
the international police force contemplated in the 
UN charter and that free nations on that account 
— forced to join regionally for mutual protec- 

on. 

If Russia wants peace with the West, it could 
get it very quickly by agreeing to United States 
terms for international control of the atomic

There is a continuing widely prevailing im- 


pression, however, that while Russia is in no 


mood for a fighting war, she still is a long way | 


from willing to disband her 5,000,000 soldiers and 


Now We Have a Common Duty 


Now that the ‘constitutionality of the voter reregistration law 
has been tested and its legality affirmed in the State Supreme 
Court, all Georgians of legal age and other qualifications have a 
common duty. 

And that is: To reregister without further delay. 

It is possible that we haven’t seen the last legal test of the new 
registration law. A further challenge of its constitutionality may 
be flung in a Federal court test. 

But at least the immediate cause for indecision has been re- 
moved, and our estimated 1,200,000 voters in the State must get 
on the new roll by next May 1, if we are to have the desired 
representative ballot in next year’s election. 


Bar The Reregistration Act—the No. 1 bill on Gov. Herman 
Talmadge’s Administration program last January—was 
frankly described at the time by its sponsors as being designed to 
bar many Negroes from voting. They explained that “it will fix 
things so we can handle it.” 
But the State’s highest court has ruled that the law is legal, 
unlike the tested and constitutionally defective Boswell law in 
Alabama, and we now must accept it and register without further 
delay. 

“We can find nothing in the act that indicates the law has the 
effect of denying to any qualified voter the right to register on 
account of race or color or previous condition of servitude,” said 
the unanimous opinion of the Supreme Court. 

Actually, the law was watered down con- 
Watered Down siderably from its original “fix things” word- 
ing, and has not—at least in Muscogee County—worked any undue 
hardship on those seeking to register, white or black. 

It stipulates that an applicant must be able to read intelligently 
and write legibly, or submit to a 30-question test to qualify. 

A lot of latitude is given the individual registrar in the matter 
of deciding whether one is reading “intelligently” or writing legi- 
bly, and it just can’t be denied that a registrar could on whim or 
caprice or for ulterior reasons, veto a registrant’s rights. Answers 
are provided for the study of those who must submit to the 30-ques- 
tion test and this, at least, could result in an inconvenience to the 
prospective registrant challenged on the reading and writing 
grounds. But happily there seems to be no inclination among 
Muiscogee’s registrars to bar anyone from the ballot or to present 
them with inconveniences purely on racial] grounds. 

The high court ruling, in effect, orders the Georgia counties 
which have not begun reregistration to do so. According to the 
Secretary of State, a total of 44 counties have not yet taken steps

CARACAS, VENEZUELA—It takes an hour and a half to come from the air- 
port into Caracas. The taxi fare is a little more than $12. It is not worth the time, 
much less the money. As the capital of the dollar-richest country in South America, 

FP %... Caracas one day should be one of the finest. Just now it is undoubtedly the most 
Se we © 9 unattractive. It has none of Rio’s beauty or of Lima’s atmosphere nor even of La- 
Paz’ picturesqueness. The miserable monotony of its architecture, the too-wide-to-be-quaint narrow- 
ness of its streets and the litter of last year’s banana peels at its curbs combine to repulse the visi- 
tor. Moreover, because of the lack of adequate sanitary facilities in the shacks which crowd its down- 
town area, a less charitable analyst of Caracas’ overpower characteristic might summarize the city 


with two well-chosen words: “It stinks.” 


But money makes up for a lot of things, 
whatever the song about the gilded cage, and, 
when it comes to ready cash, Caracas has plenty 
of it. The result is that Caracas is attracting new 
residents at a remarkable rate. The result also 
is that living costs here are among the highest 
in the world... and not in inflated currency, 
either. 


The Venezuelan bolivar is one of the very 
few hard monies left in the markets of the 
world. Every bolivar has a gold backing of 
more than 125 percent. Despite the fact that 
Venezuela is the biggest U. S. customer in 
Latin America—last year its 4,000,000 people 
bought more U. S. goods than Brazil’s 45,- 
000,000—Venezuela’s tremendous oil exports 
leave it a healthy dollar balance. Thus it is 
that this is the only country in all South 
America where, when you pay your hotel 
bill, the clerk inquires: “How will you have 
your change ... in bolivars or in dollars?” 


At a time when the well-nigh universal dollar 
shortage is limiting shipments to other areas, 


| U. S. exporters are enjoying an unprecedented 
' boom in Caracas, Maracaibo, Barcelona and other 
| new-rich oil towns. At a time when other nations 
' are restricting imports to utter essentials and 


allocating permits for those in dribbles, Vene- 
zuela is a wide-open market on which one may 
dump almost anything imaginable at prices be- 
yond belief. 


| 


Incidentally, because of the tremendous de 
mand and the universal 100 percent markup of 
merchandise, air freight has become a real com- 
petitor in the Venezuelan market. Nearly all the 
Ameriean cigarettes sold here are flown in; so 
are phonograph records, radios and auto parts. 
Several plane loads of vegetables a week are 
flown here from the States—the lettuce to sell 
for a dollar a head, tomatoes for a dollar and a 
quarter a pound—and every grocery carries a 
full assortment of U. S. frozen foods. 

One company recently flew in 70 tons of re- 
frigerators, another a big shipment of hot water 
heaters. But the cake for ingenuity goes to the 
importer who recently brought in a giant trans- 
port plane loaded down with bubble gum. 


Venezuela is much in the position of the 
traditional farmer upon whose land oil is 
discovered. He throws away his plow. Vene- 
zuelan agricultural production is badly down 
with the result that a land of considerable 
fertility is importing meat from Argentina 
and potatoes from Maine. 


Moreover, Venezuela’s laws are such as to 
create a most favorable atmosphere for foreign 
capital. There is no limit on dividends, no diffi- 
culty in remitting and the maximum income tax 
bracket is 24 percent. Small wonder that, fiscally 
attractive if physically unattractive, Caracas is 
growing by leaps and bounds. When there are 
fortunes to be made overnight, what matter a 
few odors and eye-sores?

again in this session, as was forecast in this col- 
umn several weeks ago on the basis of plans 
being made at that time by former Sen. J. How- 
ard McGrath, then Chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee, who recently joined the 
Truman cabinet as Attorney General. 


Republicans have a record on civil rights 
in New York in the State Fair Employment 
Practices Commission, a State FEPC set up 
under sponsorship of Gov. Thomas E Dewey. 
This Mr. Dulles pointed out in his speech 
accepting the nomination, saying that the 
people of New York “have set an example 
that speaks louder than words.” He called 
attention to the failure of the Democratic 
administration to accomplish anything in 
Congress on civil rights in his admonition 
that “we should act and not just talk about 
them,” which, itself, dramatized the “talk” 
also that Southern Senators have used suc- 
cessfully in their filibusters to prevent action. 


Southern Senators, of course, will talk again. 
But the administration seems determined to risk 
that and the resultant bitterness that revival of 
the issue will stir up. For a bigger stake is in- 
volved, not only in New York, where minority 

elements are powerful politically through their 


balance of power, but also in next year’s con- 
gressional elections. The administration wants 
to make a record by at least another attempt on 
the eve of the New York election. 

President Truman has ignored Southern pro- 
tests on the civil rights issue and this he signed 
and sealed, so to speak, in the recent dismissal 
by the Democratic National Committee of mem- 
bers from four Southern States who had cast 
their lot in the last election with the Dixiecrats. 

As for other issues, Mr. Dulles has chosen to 
make an out-and-out campaign against Truman 
Fair Dealism as “Statism,” the word now so 
popular with foes of the President’s program, and 
as threatening the liberties of the people. He 
ridiculed the Truman health insurance program, 
as well as public housing legislation which many 
Republicans in Congress supported, and came out 
flatly against Federal aid to education for which 
many Republican Senators have voted. He in- 
dorsed some New Deal objectives, however, in- 
chiding Social Security. : 


His Democratic opponent, an experienced 
and seasoned campaigner, indicated his ap- 
proach, which will be to present the Truman 
program as merely a continuation of the New 
Deal program, which he praised as an at- 
tempt to strengthen democracy by providing 
means by which the citizens can protect him- 
self and improve his welfare. In that way, 
he said, it represents: a fight against totali- 
tarianism which has been going on in this 
country since 1933, and is still going on.

_ Mrs. FDR, He Says, Didn't Tell the Truth 


NEW YORK—Eleanor Roosevelt continues her effort to misrepresent her past performances in sym- 
pathy with the Communists and to clean up her friend, Joe Lash. In politics there is a zone of polite 
disagreement. Mrs. Roosevelt enjoyed the courtesies of this sphere for years when she might have 
been challenged with the short and ugly word. However, Dr. J. B. Matthews, who formerly was chief 
investigator of the Committee on Un-American Activities, now accuses her of deliberate lies. 


She recently wrote an article which Doctor 
Matthews has analyzed in detail. He weighs a 
statement that the committee demanded the dis- 
missal of a young man from the Government 
service on the ground that he had been affiliated 
with a subversive group in Seattle. She added 
that, luckily, the young man “worked for a per- 
son who believed him when he said he never had 
been in Seattle and that it was a case of mistaken 
identity.” 


“The young man is a creature of her fic- 
tion,” Matthews writes. Moreover, he points 
out, even if this were a genuine incident, it 
would have been one error in thousands of 
cases. She never showed the same alertness 
to defend persons falsely accused of being 
Nazis and traitors by the zealots of her domi- 
nant power in the Government. She did not 
defend Colonel Lindbergh. 


Matthews selects a flat statement by Mrs. 
Roosevelt for an equally flat denial as a “non- 
sensical falsehood.” The statement reads: “I once 
asked the committee and the FBI what evidence 
they had on any of the young people they were 
talking about. Unabashed, they told me they had 
none. 

“This statement is untrue on its face,” he 
writes. “The committee published voluminous, 
conclusive evidence of the Communist connec- 
tions of many ‘young people.’ It did not tell her 
otherwise. She knows that the FBI is forbidden 
by law to give information to unauthorized, pri- 
vate individuals. She had no more right to ob- 
tain such information from the FBI than the 
suspected persons themselves.” 


Coming to a showdown on her claims on be- 
half of her friend, Lash, Matthews takes up the 
points with enthusiasm. 

Of her statement that Lash “backed prepara- 
tion for war from the very beginning,” he says 
it is false and that she is the peer of the Com- 
munist gangsters in their notorious falsification 
of history. He recalls, from the committee record, 
that Lash, as Executive Secretary of the Ameri- 
can Student Union, a certified Communist front, 
made a report to its 1936 convention in Chicago, 
in which he said: “Fight the war preparations of 
the U. S. Government. Support Spain. Our strike 
and anti-war movement are practical instruments 
for combating war preparations and a declara- 
tion of war.” . 


Again in 1936, Lash was coauthor of a 
book inciting opposition to the armament 
program, published by International Pub- 
lishers of New York. Matthews recalls that 
the head of this firm, Alexander Trachten- 
berg, testified that it was the official Com- 
munist publishing house. Should Mrs. Roose- 
velt try to duck the issue by claiming that 
the war program was not in progress as early 
as 1936, Matthews would point out that Lash — 
perceived that it was in progress and opposed 
it both in his report to the Student Union and 
vot book. This was the current Communist 
policy. 


Matthews challenged Mrs. Roosevelt on the 
following passage: “Lash had spent a short time 
in Spain with the Loyalists. Fighting in Spain

Mrs. Roosevelt further wrote that after Lash 
ceased to hold office in the Student Union, he 
“aided the opposition forces.” 

The facts of this matter follow: 


In 1941, efforts were made to get a safe, 
cushy job for Lash as a commissioned officer 
in the Naval Intelligence office in New York 
where he would be at home and convenient 
to his political diggings. The anti-Communist 
desk of the Navy foiled that scheme and 
Eleanor prevailed on Martin Dies, chair- 
man of the committee, to give Lash a re- 
hearing, so that he could clear himself and 
the committee could endorse him to the Navy 
for the commission. He was heard on Jan. 
21, 1942. He was 33 years old but still a 
flaming professional youth. 


The committee earnestly tried to elicit infor- 
mation about the Communists. 

This is what Lash said: “When I left the 
Student Union ...I decided that I would not 
divulge information about individuals that I had 
learned in confidence. I do not want to buy im- 
munity at the cost of telling on these people. I 
would just rather keep quiet.” 

The committee refused to change its unfavor- 
able opinion of Lash. He did not get his Navy 
Intelligence commission and the Navy’s anti- 
Communist desk in New York was abolished 
without explanation a short time later.

‘Style Pirates’ Active i in France 


PARIS—(UP)—A .top French 
Secret Police official today told 
how dress pirates, with mem- 
ories like cameras and fingers 
like lightning, stole exclusive 


~ designs from such leaders of the 


Paris Haute Couture as Chris- 
tian Dior and Jacques Fath. 


Roger Andre Delpech, Direc- 
tor of the Surete National’s Vi 
Division (Economic), estimated 
that almost exact copies of the 
most popular models in the 
1949-50 Winter collection were 
spirited to New York within 
hours after they first were 
shown in swank Paris salons. 


Delpech said the pirates 
usually operated in bands of 
four to five persons, including 
“spies” within the ‘fashion 
houses themselves, and stuck to 
one or t ‘o methods. 


“One method,” Delpech ex- 
plained, “is to send an expert 
designer to a dress collection of 
one of the big houses. The 
designer makes sketches or 
memorizes the models during the 
show and then rushes back home 
to cut out the dress pattern as 
closely as possible.” 

This was the system of one 
ring whose activities were 
brought to light with the arrest

of a young American model.,. 


whom police would not identi- 
fy, here last month. She car- 
ried with her 20 to 30 paper pat- 
terns, all counterfeits of dress 
designs marked with the names 
of top Paris houses. 


The young woman was re- 
leased and allowed to return to 
the U. S. after she paid a $9,000 
fine to the Cambre Syndicale 
de la Haute Couture, which 
guards the interests of the big 
designers. 

Police immediately picked up 
George Stevens, a Frenchman, 
whom they said was leader of 
the ring and from whom the 
model said she bought the pat- 
terns. From there the trail led 
to Henry Cassell, a Birmingham, 
England, fur dealer, and, police 
said, several Frenchmen, all of 
whom were charged with pirat- 
ing. 

In explaining the second 
method of stealing exclusive 
designs, Delpech indicated the 
business was more widespread 
than originally supposed when 
the New York mannequin was 
seized, 

“Another way,” he said, “is to 
have an accomplice working the 
house itself, generally as a 
saleslady. 

“Taking photographs is too 
dangerous because each house 
has trained inspectors to keep 


If the accomplice is a sales- 
woman, then a trick, as old as 
the dress industry itself, is car- 
ried out: 


“A wealthy client orders the

said, the dresses are shown to 
manufacturers who pay $100 just 
to look at the “latest Paris 
model.” 


“Manufacturers think they are 
seeing a real Piguet or Dior 
model, then rent the dress for 
several hours to copy it in quan- 
tity and pay a high price for 
copying rights,” Delpech said.

CHAMPION ATTACKS 
ENEMY ON HOME GROUNDS 


That tournament bridge con- 
tinues to maintain its strong hold 
on the interest of players 
throughout the North American 
continent was demonstrated by 
the impressive attendance at the 
National Championship tourna- 
ment recently held in Chicago. 
Most of the States and several of 
the Provinces of Canada were 
represented by strong delega 
tions of bridge luminaries. 

New champions were crowned 
in each of the several events and 
in the National Men’s Pair 


of Dallas, Texas, engineered a 
comeback by carrying off the 
championship in this event 
which he had won as far back 
as 1934. Since it was my good 
fortune to be his partner, I am 
in position to feport that his 
hand (which by tournament 


standards is curiously regarded 
as an aged one) has lost none of 
its skill.

The 7 of Hearts was opened 

and the Queen was permitted to 


hold. The 8 of Hearts was re- 
turned and the 9 went to West’s 
10. It was at this point that Ja- 
coby decided it was time to shift. 
Establishing the Hearts could 
serve no good purpose, since 
there was no quick entry that 
would permit their being cashed. 
Analysis showed that in order to 
defeat the contract East would 
have to hold the King of Dia- 
monds and a high card in one of 
the black suits. On this line of 
reasoning he shifted to the 2 of 
Diamonds directly into the hand 
that had bid that suit..The King 
went to the declarer’s Ace and 
since he had only eight running 
tricks he found it necessary to 
drive out the Ace of Spades. At 
this point a Diamond return 
netted two more tricks for the 
defense in defeat of the contract.

(or learn) first what happens 
mentally, emotionally and physi- 
cally to young human beings in 
general, as they pass through 
the stages of growth and devel- 
opment. And second, she must 
attempt to understand each indi- 
vidual child—the child who con- 
forms and seems especially well 
balanced, the one who acts up 
aggressively or defiantly, and 
(perhaps most necessary of all) 
the overtimid, retiring, self-effac- 
ing child. 

In understanding the individ- 
ual child, the teacher’s master 
key is to look for causes. “Why 
does little David always alibi 
himself out of everything?” the 
teacher will ask herself, instead 
of scolding him for defensive ex- 
cuses which border on dishon- 
esty. And why does James in the 
seventh grade—a lad whose sud- 
den, thinning growth is outstrip- 
ping his shabby sweater and 
pants and the broken sneakers 
too cold for Winter weather— 
lie right and left? 

The wise teacher neither 
shames nor scolds James, nor 
does she send him for discipline 
to a higher-up. Instead, she does 
a, little detective work—watch- 
ing, engineering a chance to talk, 
and finding out all she can 
about his home life. 

Many a boy and girl in seri- 
ous trouble has been put on the 
right road by a teacher who ful- 
sib the ideals of quiet leader- 
ship.
